rise of one per cent in the cost of 
living, coincident with market drops 
that are putting live stock raisers

losses to other producers.”

“Among the Haw aiians,” added 
Mr. Lane, “the present ratio is 225 
deaths yearly in excess of births. On 
the other hand, births of p art Ha­ 
waiians exceed the deaths by 775 
and at this rate in IOO years there 
should he a new Hawaiian race, a 
cosmopolitan race.”

The corporation is being floated 
by Jose Meakanay, a Mexico City 
capitalist, with the support of Gen­

Sinaloa. It is proposed to construct 
a dam at Saint Blas, securing from 
the government a concession for the 
use 
of 
enough 
water 
from 
the 
Fuerte river for the porposed col­ 
ony. The land is declared to be ex 
t re moly fertile and the plan is being 
backed by German banks here. 
Until a few months ago the water

was held by the United Sugar com­ 
panies of Los Mochis Sinaloa, head­ 
ed by Benjamin F. Johnson of Chi­ 
cago, 111.

following statement relative to the 
wheat situation: 
"My associates and I have been 
and are giving most earnest consid­ 
eration 
to 
the 
transportation 
of 
wreat but it is important to have 
it clearly understood that present 
inability to transport wheat is due 
to causes which the railroad ad­ 
ministration cannot control. On May 
twentieth and again on May twenty- 
third the railroad administration Is­ 
sued notices to the public that in 
view oof an expected large crop of 
wheat and the necessity of utilizing 
all available railroad equipment to 
the fullest extent possible, the wheat 
crop would have to be handled un­ 
der 
permit 
system 
under 
which 
wheat would not be accepted for 
transportation until there were fa­ 
cilities for unloading it at destin­ 
ation. Permit system which is ad­ 
ministered in connection with grain 
corporation was put into effect in 
accordance 
with public notice on 
August first and since that time 
permits 
for shipping 
wheat 
have 
been issued only when there were 
facilities at destination for unload­ 
ing it. Reason railroad administra­ 
tion has not been supplying more' 
cars for wheat is that the elevators 
are full to the proposed destination 
and . consequently the wheat could 
not be unloaded from cars. It is 
absolutely necessary to avoid a sit­ 
uation where vast numbers of rail­ 
road cars would be filled with grain 
which could not be disposed of at 
destinations, because this would re­ 
sult in practicaly taking the cars out 
of transportation service and using 
them for storage and depriving the 
public generally of cars which are 
badly needed for business of every 
sort. Railroad administration is pre­ 
pared as an emergency measure to 
provide ample freight cars to take 
care of all wheat that can be un­ 
loaded out of the cars at destina­ 
tions, 
giving preference to wheat 
on the ground. The situation thus 
becomes one of finding elevator ca­ 
pacity to take care of the wheat at 
destination."
